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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 17-41 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance. 

Regarding claims 17, 30, and 36, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a method 
including processing a three dimensional image only at those addresses which correspond to two 
dimensional address characteristic of three dimensional features, to determine the altitude of 
those three dimensional features, and rejecting an IC package if the altitude of the three 
dimensional features fall outside predetermined boundaries, in combination with all the 
limitations in each respective claim. Claims 18-29, 31-35, and 37-41 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependency.
